In speaking of alcoholism as a 
sicknt'ss. we have been led into a 
slovenly cutting of corners in lan­ 
guage and are deceiving ourselves 
as to the truth. 


The currently popular theory that 
alcholism is simply a sickness and 
hence that on one is responsible 
for excessive drinking is mislead­ 
ing and mischievous.

Misjudgment as to the facts about 
I alcoholism based on the sickness 
idea has done much harm to the 
: educational campaign to teach peo-

True it is that some people are 
prone to resort to alcohol as a 
means of self-deception, as an es­ 
cape from their own inadequacies 
j and frustrations, and as a social 
j custom that they find gives them a 
I temporary but deceptive escape 
from their inferiorities and an­ 
xieties. 
Acceptance of alcoholism as m er­ 
ely one other kind of sickness, 
society is trouble with and must

In speaking of alcoholism as a 
sickness, we have been led into a 
slovenly cutting of corners in lan­ 
guage and are deceiving ourselves 
as to the truth. 


The currently popular theory that 
alcholism is simply a sickness and 
hence that on one is responsible 
for excessive drinking is mislead­ 
ing and mischievous. 
A great deal of muddled thinking 
and writing and lack of clear d e f l ­ 
ation has resulted, with frequently 
unhappy effects. 
The use of the statement, ‘‘al­ 
coholism is a sickness,” came out 
Yale School of 
Alcohol Studies. 
Such a position tends to remove 
all sense of personal responsibi­ 
lity, choice, or even participation. 
This attitude is welcomed by the 
liquor industries because with it 
to build cn they appear before 
the public as blameless, claiming 
merely to ‘‘serve 
the universal 
needs of the people,” a few of who 
are found to be unfortunate in re­ 
spect to personality and emotional

Misjudgment as to the facts about 
¡alcoholism based on the sickness 
idea has done much harm to the 
, educational campaign to teach peo­ 
ple self-restraint, choice, and in­ 
telligent abstinence. 
True it is that some people are 
prone to resort to alcohol as a 
means of self-deception, as an es- 
¡cape from their own inadequacies 
and frustrations, and as a social 
| custom that they find gives them a 
temporary but deceptive escape 
from their inferiorities and an­ 
xieties. 
Acceptance of alcoholism as m er­ 
ely one other kind of sickness, 
society is trouble with and must 
provide for, has had some prob­ 
able useful effects. There has been 
an enormous 
increase in provi­ 
sion for ambulatory and bed-eare, 
rehabilitation, and other services 
at the taxpayers’ expense, so that 
humane and medically adequate 
care of the “ sick,” i.e., the alco­ 
holic. can be had. 
The cause ei alcoholism is, of 
course, the excessive and persistent 
drinking of beverage alcohol. Pro­ 
bably more than half of all al­ 
coholics began their use of alcohol 
without any physical, mental, or 
personality deviation from normal.

FROM WASHINGTON 


Hearings during 
the past two 
weeks of the Committee on Ju ven ­ 
ile Delinquency have been devoted 
largely to probing conditions in the 
District of Columbia. The Commit­ 
tee started in the Nation’s Capital 
because of the unique responsibil­ 
ity of the Congress to the District 
and that the Committee might have 
a basis for comparison with the 
j cities and towns to be visited later. 


The alarming growth of delin­ 
quency among the young people of 
the nation is everybody’s business, 
whether we think so or not. The 
strength and security of our coun­ 
try certainly rest upon all of us 
and our young people are to be­ 
come the future custodians of our 
heritage. I think there is nothing 
more 
important 
than 
the 
safe­ 
guarding of the children of the na­ 
tion today that they may become 
law-abiding, 
useful and patriotic 
citizens tomorrow. This is why I 
accepted a place on the Committee 
investigating Juvenile Delinquency 
and have been working on this sub­ 
ject the greater part of the time 
since returning tc. Washington. 


As a part of this investigation, 
we 
inspected 
institutions 
in 
the 
District of Columbia which house 
so-called delinquents. The District 
Receiving Home is now housing 94 
boys and girls in soace designed 
for only 43. We looked in on one 
youth huddled on a mattress in a 
bare room. Implicated m a safe­ 
cracking at a drug store, the 17- 
year old addict was going through 
drug withdrawal stages. In over­ 
crowded condition, the director of 
the home told us, he is forced to 
house mental defectives and emo­ 
tionally-disturbed children in the 
a me quarters with serious offend- 
rs because of insufficient soace 
id 
inadequate 
treatment 
pro­ 
rams for the problem children. 
Lacking a program, adequate staff 
and sufficient equipment, this in- 
| stitution is clearly a breeding place 
for youths found later in the Feder­ 
al penitentiaries. 


A fact-finding committee of pub- 
lic-snirited citizens has been assist­ 
ing the Senate Committee’s invest- 
. igators. Tho citizens reported they 
found widespread violations of laws 
relating to the sale of alcohol to 
minors. 


One witness in describing juven­ 
ile vandalism and pilfering at a 
chain of food stores said that con­ 
ditions are so bad that in seven 
or eight locations armed guards 
are kent on duty Frid ay and Sat­ 
urday nights. Juveniles, he declar­ 
ed. slash auto tires, break plate- 
glass 
windows 
and 
wire 
doors. 
When caught, he said, youngsters 
taunt his men with: 
“ You can’t

The Commit­ 
tee started in the Nation’s Capital 
because of the unique responsibil­ 
ity of the Congress to the District 
and that the Committee might have 
a basis for comparison with the

The alarming growth of delin- 
; quency among the young people of 
the nation is everybody’s business, 
whether we think so or not. The 
strength and security of our coun­ 
try certainly rest upon all of us 
and our young people are to be­ 
come the future custodians of our 
heritage. I think there is nothing

important than 
the 
safe­ 
guarding of the children of the na­ 
tion today that they may become 
law-abiding, useful and patriotic 
citizens tomorrow’. This is why I 
accepted a place on the Committee 
investigating Juvenile Delinquency 
and have been working on this sub­ 
ject the greater part of the time 
since returning to.

The District 
Receiving Home is now housing 94 
boys and girls in snare designed 
for only 43.

In over­ 
crowded condition, the director of 
the home told us. he is forced to

The currently popular theory that 
alcholism is simply a sickness and 
hence that on one is responsible 
for excessive drinking is mislead­ 
ing and mischievous. 
A great deal of muddled thinking 
and writing and lack of clear defin- 
ation has resulted, with frequently 
unhappy effects. 
The use of the statement, “ al­ 
coholism is a sickness,’’ came out 
Yale School of Alcohol Studies. 
Such a position tends to remove 
all sense of personal responsibi­ 
lity, choice, or even participation. 
This attitude is welcomed by the 
liquor industries because with it 
to build on they appear before 
, the public as blameless, claiming 
merely to “ serve the universal 
! needs of the people,’’ a few of who 
are found to be unfortunate in re­ 
spect to personality and emotional 
j development and become medical 
'and social problems as chronic al- 
! coholics. 
Misjudgment as to the facts about 
alcoholism bast'd on tho sickness 
idea has done much harm to the 
educational campaign to teach peo­ 
ple self-restraint, choice, and in­ 
telligent abstinence. 
True it is that some people are 
prone to resort to alcohol as a 
means of self-deception, as an es- 
j cape from their own inadequacies 
and frustrations, and as a social 
| custom that they find gives them a 
temporary but deceptive escape 
from their inferiorities and an­ 
xieties. 
| 
Acceptance of alcoholism as m er­ 
ely one other kind of sickness, 
society is trouble with and must 
provide for, has had some prob- 
I able useful effects. There has been 
I an enormous 
increase 
in provi- 
! sion for ambulatory and bed-care, 
rehabilitation, and other services 
at the taxpayers’ expense, so that 
i humane and medically adequate 
care of the “ sick,’’ i.e., the alco- 
: holic, can be had. 
The cause of alcoholism is, of 
1 course, the excessive and persistent 
¡drinking of beverage alcohol. Pro­ 
bably more than half of all al­ 
coholics began their use of alcohol 
without any physical, mental, or 
personality deviation from normal. 
This 
group 
became 
abnormal 
chiefly because of their excessive 


make up somewhat less than half 
of the chronic alcoholics. 
The susceptible, weak, willing, 
selfish or otherwise devious and 
deviate person is not an alcoholic 
until after he succumbs to example, 
repetition, and the habit of al­ 
coholic excess. 
True, an alcoholic, acute or chro­ 
nic. occasional, continuous, com­ 
pulsive, habitual, or as a victim 
of his addiction is a sick person. 
Alcoholism is a form of intoxica­ 
tion due to the presence of ethyl 
alcohol in the body. 
The state of alcoholism, a sick­ 
ness. is self-induced and so diff­ 
erent from the common conception 
of a sickness as not to be properly 
described as such, but as a self­ 
induced iioinoning by a narcotic 
drug.

Alcoholism-Self-lnduced 
By Dr, Haven Emerson in The 
Christian Science Monitor 
Professor

Health of New York City and one 
of the outstanding authorities on 
alcohnllism. 


In speaking of alcoholism as a 
sickness, we have been led into a 
slovenly cutting of corners in lan­ 
guage and are deceiving ourselves 
as to the? truth. 


The currently popular theory that 
alcholism is simply a sickness and 
hence that on one is responsible 
for excessive drinking is mislead­ 
ing and mischievous. 
A great deal of muddled thinking 
and writing and lack of clear d e f l ­ 
ation has resulted, with frequently 
unhappy effects. 
The use of the statement, ‘‘al­ 
coholism is a sickness/’ came out 
Yale School 
of 
Alcohol Studies. 
Such a position tends to remove 
all sense of personal responsibi­ 
lity. choice, or even participation. 
This attitude is welcomed by the 
liquor industries because with it 
to build o.n they appear before 
the public as blameless, claiming 
merely to “ serve the universal 
needs of the people,’’ a few of who 
are found to be unfortunate in re­ 
spect to personality and emotional 
development and become medical 
and social problems as chronic ai­ 
el (holies. 
Misjudgment as to the facts about 
alcoholism based on the sickness 
idea has done much harm to the 
educational campaign to teach peo­ 
ple self-restraint, choice, and in­ 
telligent abstinence. 
True it is that some people are 
prone to resort to alcohol as a 
moans of self-deception, as an es­ 
cape from their own inadequacies 
and frustrations, and as a social 
custom that they find gives them a 
temporary but deceptive escape 
from their inferiorities and an­ 
xieties. 
Acceptance of alcoholism as m er­ 
ely one other kind of sickness, 
society is trouble with and must 
provide for, has had some prob­ 
able useful effects. There has been 
an enormous 
increase 
in provi­ 
sion for ambulatory and bed-eare, 
rehabilitation, and other services 
at the taxpayers’ expense, so that 
humane and medically adequate 
care of the “ sick,” i.e., the alco­ 
holic. can be had. 
The cause of alcoholism is, of 
course, the excessive and persistent 
drinking of beverage alcohol. Pro­ 
bably more than half of all al­ 
coholics began their use of alcohol 
without any physical, mental, or 
personality deviation from normal. 
This 
group 
became 
abnormal 
chiefly because of their excessive 
and in the first place “ moderate'’ 
and socially acceptable use of al­ 
cohol. which created for them many 
problems similar in character to 
those seen in psychoneurotics who 


make up somewhat less than half 
of the chronic alcoholics. 
The susceptible, weak, willing, 
selfish or otherwise devious and 
deviate person is not an alcoholic 
until after he succumbs to example, 
repetition, and the habit of al- 
! coholic excess. 
True, an alcoholic, acute or chro­ 
nic. occasional, continuous, com­ 
pulsive. habitual, or as a victim 
of his addiction is a sick person. 
Alcoholism is a form of intoxica­ 
tion due to th* presence of ethyl 
alcohol in th*- body. 
The state of alcoholism, a sick­ 
ness. is self-induced and so diff­ 
erent from the common conception 
of a sickness as not to be properly 
described as such, but as a self- 
induced poinoning by a narcotic 
drug.
